CAUSE FOR ENCOURAGEMENT—With a saving of 1.128 lives over the previous year and the lowest 
death rate in history (5.9 per 100,000 vehicle miles), the 1957 traffic record was definitely encouraging, 
says the National Safety Council. Thirty states registered declines (see Newsmap above), while the 
national average was 3 per cent below 1956—this in the face of a 4 per cent rise in motor vehicle 
travel. On the sobering side, however, are the facts that 1,350.000 Americans were maimed in traffic 
accidents in 1957, and that the loss to the nation in money alone—for medical expenses, wage losses, 
insurance and property damage—totaled 5.3 billion dollars.

With due respect to the good intentions 
of all the people peering into misty uncer­ 
tainty , it is a good guess that more than 90 
per cent of them lack the vision and ex per­ 
ience to know what they are looking at 
and 
to describe accurately what they hav e seen. 
When times that try men’s souls 
are upon 
us. the only thing we can do with credit to 
ourselves is trust those who have been 
tested 
before and found dependable. 
There is no way under our form of govern­ 
ment to make judgment without turmoil. 
But not every body who professes to know 
what fie is talking about is worth listening 
to. The responsibility for decision rests ulti- 
matelf with listeners, not talkers. 
It is necessary to be selective in our 
listening.

The Family Court Movement

A growing effort is being made 
in America to apply the juvenile 
court’s philosophy and methods to 
cases before the divorce courts. 
The movement is based on knowl­ 
edge that persons troubled by do­ 
mestic discord are very apt to need 
help, that they ’re almost never 
aware of the help available and 
that divorce-seekers do not in the 
late analy sis desire divorce. 
The family court movement is 
also based on the principle that 
the recruiting of an estrange cou­ 
ple is alway s desirable. 
A family court, properly speak­ 
ing, is one which has complete 
family jurisdiction—over juvenile 
delinq uency and matrimonial ac­ 
tions, alimony claims and neglect, 
abandonment ond abuse of spouses 
and children. 
Its purpose is to supplement leg­ 
al science with social science so 
as to provide whaever course of 
action appears to be in the best 
interests of the people in trouble 
and of society —whether it means 
medical, psy chological, or welfare 
services or just some good m arital 
advice. 
Such 
integrated 
courts 
have 
been functioning for some .time, 
not only here in Ohio but in Ore­ 
gon, the Carolinas, Louisiana and 
Tex as, among other states; and a 
number of bills to create similar 
courts were introduced in several 
state legislatures last y ear. 


STILL, EXCEPT in a handful of 
cities, families with varied domes­ 
tic difficulties—and it is amazing 
how they manage to get them­ 
selves embroiled in so many at 
one time—have to shop around for 
remedies in several courts at sev­ 
eral locations. 
The value of the family court is 
more easily realized if we bear in 
mind a few varities of divorce 
law that are more or less com­ 
monplace to court practitioners: 
Our divorce courts appear to 
have inherited from ecclesiastictl 
courts, Angelican as well asRoman, 
not the basic Christian philosophy 
of love and foregiveness but the 
ancient pagan doctrine of guilt and 
punishment. 
All that is needed to win sev­ 
erance of the marriage bond is to 
prove the defendant guilty of a 
statutory ground for divorce, or­ 
dinarily something regarded as an­ 
other name for sin. 
Perhaps the early bishops in 
granting their separations were 
impelled by considerations of the­ 
ology to call down the wrath of 
God upon a spouse who broke his 
m arraige vows 
and punish by 
depriving 
him 
of 
his 
m artial 
status. 
Under these conditions, about all 
the divorce judge can accomplish 
is the burial of dead marriages. 
And, as every divorce judge knows, 
there are many cases where he is 
certain he is being called upon to 
bury a live corpse. 


IN ONE UJS. CITY where the 
court maintains a marriage coun­ 
seling service, unhappy spouses 
have been filing an average of 
2,100 divorce cases annually . 
But there is another side to this 
picture. In the same city some 
8 .000 people are reported to oe 
phoning or walking in voluntarily 
each y eaf “to see the judge” about 
their marital maladies. They are 
coming not for divorces—but to 
patch up their marriages. 
Another lrttle phenomenon: Di­ 
vorce courts in many parts of the 
country report that approx imately 
30 per cent of all cases filed are

never prosecuted. The natural in­ 
ference would be that 30 of every 
100 divorce cases are hasty or ill- 
advised. There is much truth in 
this. But there is little truth in the 
converse conclusion that all of the 
remaiing 70 per cent of divorces 
granted are proper or necessary . 
Plaints of all sorts greet the 
judges of the family courts. Some 
are so common they seem to ring 
in our ears: “I didn’t want no di­ 
vorce. I was just try in’ to bring 
him to his senses”, “All I wanted 
was him to q uit drinkin’ and come 
home” ; “I just filed for divorce 
because I didn’t know what else 
to do” ; “Divorce won’t do me no 
good, I want him to bring his pay 
check home” ; “If y ou’d only make 
her q uit that factory job we’d get 
along swell;” “Judge will y ou help 
me get back my refrigerator?” 
One or two things emerge rather 
clearly : Not every body who ap­ 
pears to be demanding a divorce 
really wants one. Of those who 
think they want divorces a great 
many would be better satisfied 
with some other form of relief—if 
they could get it. 
It would appear unduly optimis­ 
tic to look to the bar to screen 
out the unwanted, unnecessary and 
undesirable divorces. The scrupu­ 
lous, conscientious lawy er is rare­ 
ly besought for divorce. There is 
some evidence that about eight per 
cent of the lawy ers handle about 
8 0 per cent of the divorce business 
in some cities. For them divorce 
is their rent, their stenographer’s 
salary their baby ’s shoes some­ 
times their Cadillac. 


THE SIMPLEST uncontested ca 
is generally wo rth a couple of hun­ 
dred dollars; a case involving even 
a moderately well-to-do husband 
accused of infidelity is ordinarily 
worth a few thousand to the law­ 
y ers. How unrealistic to ex pect 
them to forego this for mere con­ 
siderations of ethics or morals! 
Is it eq ually unrealistic to ex 
pect to do any thing about these un­ 
wanted unnecessary and undesir­ 
able divorces through using the so­ 
cial sciences in the court itself? 
Most social workers understand 
that the family court’s services 
are designed to supplement, not to 
supplant the work of family serv­ 
ice agencies. They know there is 
more than enough business to go 
around. 
It is not the social workers but 
some of the lawy ers—ultra-learned

legalists—who profess to be dis­ 
turbed by the “spectacle” of social 
work in a court. 
It is the sy stem itself that is 
often to blame. When domestic dis­ 
cord strikes at family life few 
things could be better calculated 
to intensify antagonism than the 
curel and senseless adversary sy s* 
cruel and senseless adversary sy s­ 
tem our traditional courts use. This 
sy stem req uire one spouse to at­ 
tack the other in pleadings open 
to the public press. 
Adversary procedures mean that 
no spouse may with impunity neg­ 
lect the slightest grievance or over­ 
look the smallest offense. If his 
marriage turns out to be that one 
in four which is destined for the 
divorce court, he will fare ill un­ 
less he can dredge up from his 
storehouse of iniq uities enough raw 
m aterial to be worked over by a 
skillful lawy er into grounds for 
divorce. 
Forgiveness may be fatal. The 
moment the parties sit down to 
talk things over sensibly , they risk 
losing out entirely through the doc­ 
trine that man and wife cannot 
have a divorce if they practice 
“collusion” in seeking it. 


REPENTANCE has no place in 
the divorce court. The husband 
who has stray ed off the reserva­ 
tion and now wants to seek fore­ 
giveness would be furnishing his 
wife with a devastating weapon 
against himself—for the law makes' 
evidence of such guilt a ground for 
divorce. And the wife may be dam­ 
aging her position by forgiving the 
husband. 
The very instant either party 
turns to the law he must put aside 
all thought of amende or conces­ 
sion. He must start out with ac­ 
cusation. Then he must maintain 
an attitude of antagonism. T h e 
stricter the law the more he must 
pile accusation on accusation. 
Somehow we wonder if try ing to 
keep social work out of the court 
isn’t like try ing to keep the Sal­ 
vation Army out of the Bowery or 
keeping Travelers’ Aid out of all 
the railroad stations. 
Why not take the needed service 
to where the people are who need 
it?

lowing tuitions and fees of both 
public and private institutions to 
be treated as tax deductions.”

people can 
agree with that too — with one 
reservation. The fiscal situation 
can well afford both of these ideas. 
As I indicated, the teacher-im- 
provement plan would invol v e 
between 15 million and 23 million 
dollars. The relief-for-parents plan 
as embodied in the best of the pro­ 
posed bills on the subject would 
cost about 150 million. Compare 
this with the hundreds of mil­ 
lions urged by both the President 
and vice president last y ear for 
school 
construction 
which was 
unwise 
and 
unnecessary and 
now abandoned. 
The best relief-for-parents plan 
among the many before Congress 
has been sponsored by Congress­ 
men McCarthy , Boggs and others. 
It was carefully worked out in 
1954 by the Tax ation Section of the 
American Bar Association. It was 
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described 
in 
detail 
before 
the 
House Way s and Means Commit­ 
tee last month by Vice President 
Meek of Dartmouth College. 
It would provide that 30 per cent 
of the student’s fees might be used 
as a tax credit on the tax bill oi 
the 
persons 
pay ing 
the 
fees. 
This would usually be a parent but 
it could apply to any relative, 
neighbor or employ er. 
The plan would not discriminate 
against tax pay ers in lower brack­ 
ets. A ceiling of $450 would be 
placed on the amount of the tax 
credit. 


AMONG OTHER virtues in this 
plan is the fact that it would tend 
to bring out more money for 
scholarships. 
The credit would not apply to 
support for the student s ex penses 
other than tuition and fees. It 
would not apply to food, lodging 
and other ex penses. 
The Treasury is lending no aid to 
such a plan. Nor are those pursu­ 
ing the mirage of general tax re­ 
form. 
Nor is the National Education 
Association. Apprently this group 
wants all or nothing in the way 
of aid-to education. 
The American Council on Edu­ 
cation, which includes 142 educa­ 
tional organizations and 1,007 col­ 
leges, junior colleges and univer­ 
sities. the American Alumni Coun­ 
cil, the Association of .American 
Colleges and the State Universities 
Association are in favor of this 
plan. 
Such a proposal involves no 
q uestion of federal control of edu­ 
cation, it is relatively inex pensive 
and it gives aid where aid is need­ 
ed — to the hard-pressed tax ­ 
pay er and parent and the worthy 
student who deserves 
a 
higher 
education.

Fun Vs. Hard Work 
A bountiful land' like America 
affords its people not only more 
economic reward but more lei­ 
sure, and hence more time for 
fun, than most enjoy on this earth. 
This is one of our great blessings 
and we should be thankful for it. 
But if we should try to live en­ 
tirely for fun, we would soon dis­ 
sipate our bounty and put in jeo­ 
pardy not simply our leisure but 
our well-being and our very na­ 
tional security . 
There will be something wrong 
with us when we get to the point 
where we have to lure people into 
■earnest labors for themselves and 
their country by resorting to slo­ 
gans rooted in the idea of “fun.” 
As, fo r ex ample, the current 
lure: “ Science can be fun.” 
We don’t have to be stiff-necked 
about it. Of course it can, and it 
should be. 
But in few places on this globe 
does Nature y ield either its riches 
or its secrets without steady , hard 
work by the hand and brain of 
man. That is the way of life. The 
world owes no one either a living 
or a good time. 
With imagination, curiosity , an 
adventurous spirit and a sense of 
humo”, men can find fun in work 
as they scratch the crust of this 
planet. Yet they must not be de­ 
luded into thinking that it is — 
or ought to be — any thing else than 
work. 
When we no lo nger want to work 
or to face it for what it is, we 
may suddenly discover that the 7°st 
has gone out of our fun. 


He bounced back from a heart 
attack in 1955 like a man with 
his battery recharged.

2. As soon as that subcommittee 
had ripped through its inq uiry , he 
proposed the Senate should create 
a special committee to study the 
entire range of problems facing 
this country in outer space. 
The Senate, Democrats and Re­ 
publicans alike, bought this idea 
overwhelmingly , making Johnson 
the probable chairman of the new 
committee. It will make news for 
months. 
. This week he proposed — and 
his fellow Democrats went to work 
on it right away — a 10-point pro­ 
gram for fighting the economic 
recession now spreading across 
the country . 
His timing was ex cellent on all 
three of those activities, but par­ 
ticularly on the last. 
He outlined hi§ 10-point antire­ 
cession program just after Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower issued a state­ 
ment intended to reassure the 
nation the recession will go away . 
Eisenhower 
in 
his 
statement 
pointed to steps already taken by 
his administration to curb the 
downturn, promised he would take 
any others he thought necessary . 
Thus it is a matter of opinion 
w h e t h e r Eisenhower is doing 
enough or whether Johnson’s pro­ 
posals are really needed. 
But this is an election y ear for 
all 435 House members and one- 
third of the 96 senators. If the 
recession gets worse, the Demo­ 
crats will blame it on the Repub­ 
licans. 
II the Senate, where Democrats 
have a majority , puts through the 
Johnson program and the reces­ 
sion fades, the Democrats at elec­ 
tion time will claim credit. 
Johnson’s proposal, coming so 
soon 
after 
Eienhower’s 
reasur- 
ing statement, was In effect 
a 
way of say ing that the Democrats 
don’t think Eisenhower is showing 
the ieadership he should and so 
therefore they ’ll do the leading. 
And in this Johnson will be the 
leader of the leaders.

Pick a d rill with the ty pe of grip 
that’s comfortable for y ou (they ’re 
av ailable in either pistol or saw 
grips). 
Check the chu ck (the part that 
hold s the d rill bits) to see how 
easy it is to tighten. 
It is su ggested that the ty pe 
which has a key for chu ck tight­ 
ening might be best for the han­ 
d y man. Those d o not d epend on 
the strength of y ou r grip for lock 
ing d rill bits firmly in place. 
MOST POPULAR size is t h e 
qu arter-inch d rill, which accepts 
d rill bits and other tools w i t h 
qu arter-inch shanks. Larger, heav ­ 
ier and somewhat more ex pen­ 
siv e is the half-inch d rill. 
Whatev er d rill y ou bu y , follow 
m anu factu rer’s instru ctions for its 
care and maintenance carefu lly . 
Observ e grou nd ing instru ctions to 
the letter for y ou r own protec­ 
tion. 
ELECTRIC DRILLS often a r e 
sold in kit form. Items y ou may 
ex pect to find in a good , repre­ 
sentativ e kit are: an assortment of 
d rills, ru bber backing plate for 
sand ing d iscs, lam b’s wool polish­ 
ing u nit, bu ffing wheels and a m et­ 
al carry ing case for the whole 
works. 
Check y ou r immed iate need s and 
consid er what might be y ou r fu ­ 
tu re requ irements. It might be less 
ex pensiv e to bu y the whole kit. 
On the other hand , if y ou r u ses 
for the d rill are rather restricted , 
y ou can ad d attachments from 
time to time as y ou find need 
for them. 
OTHER ATTACHMENTS t h a t 
make an electric d rill the power 
u nit for a host of u ses are: 
Saw attachments: conv erts d rill 
to portable electric saw. With a 
special hanger the d rill and saw 
can be mou nted u nd er a table to 
make a bench saw. There are 
special hole-cu tting saws, and a jig 
saw attachm ent is av ailable. 
Sand ing, bu ffing and polishing: 
an ad apter fits in the chu ck on 
which y ou can mou nt a flex ible 
ru bber wheel. Sand paper is fas­ 
tened to the d isc for power sand ­ 
ing. Tie a special wool bonnet 
ov er it for bu ffing. 
There are cloth wheels for u se 
with special polishing compou nd s. 
And for rou gh work, like taking 
the ru st off gard en tools, mou nt 
a wire bru sh in the d rill chu ck. 
And if those aren’t enou gh, there 
are accessories that serv e as tin 
snips, hed ge shears and ev en a 
pou nd ing attachment to make a 
power ham m er ou t of y ou r d rill. 
OBVIOUSLY if y ou embark on 
a m ajor bu ild ing project, the d rill 
and its v ariou s attachm ents shou ld 
not su pplement fu ll-size tools d e­ 
signed for particu lar jobs—electric 
saws, sand ers and other d ev ices. 
For fine fu rnitu re work, consu lt 
y ou r d ealer for special attach­ 
ments that might fit y ou r d rill. 
To u se a d isc sand er is risky u n­ 
less y ou know ex actly what y ou ’re 
d oing; it’s almost su re to “ creep” 
and mov e across, as well as with 
the grain. 
AN 
IMPORTANT 
ad d ition 
to 
y ou r equ ipment might be a stand 
which y ou can bolt to y ou r work­ 
bench. It hold s y ou r d rill in a 
horizontal position so that y ou can 
u se grind ing and bu ffing attach­ 
ments more easily . Be su re to 
wear 
goggles when d oing 
any 
grind ing. 
With care, y ou r electric d rill will 
last a nu mber of y ears. 
Here are a few hints that will 
prolong its life and make y ou r 
work easier: 
Clear v ents of d irt and saw­ 
d u st frequ ently . If they ’re allowed 
to remain clogged , d rill will be­ 
come ov erheated . 
Ov erheating often ind icates ov er* 
load ing. If d rill gets hot, giv e it 
a rest. 
Centerpu nch m aterial be f o r e 
d rilling. 
If d rill stalls part, way throu gh 
m aterial, remov e bit from work 
before attem pting to restart d rill. 


FLOORING COMES LAST 
The last step in constru c tion 
shou ld be the lay ing and finishing 
of hard wood floors. Nev er 1 a y 
hard wood flooring u ntil plastering 
and cement work are thorou ghly 
d ry and wood work and trim are 
installed .

Bu y a home, u rges H. V. Simp­ 
son, head of West Coast Lu mber­ 
men’s Association, and beat infla­ 
tion. Best inv estment in the cou n­ 
try , as a hed ge against inflation 
is a home, he said . 
A home bou ght in 19 58 will m ain­ 
tain its v alu e, Simpson said , for 
many y ears in the fu tu re. In an 
inflationary economy , the v alu e of 
the home will increase in d irect 
ratio to the replacement cost. In 
other word s, the cost of bu ild ing a 
now home sets the v alu e of the 
old er home. 
Simpson said beau tifu lly sty led 
frame homes when properly main­ 
tained hav e ex cellent resale v alu e, 
and in the past centu ry , hav e gen­ 


erally been sold for more money 
than they originally cost to bu ild . 
He said new home d esigns, es­ 
pecially the ex citing contemporary 
sty les d ev eloped by U.S. architects 
in recent y ears, hav e opened u p 
entirely new concepts of lu mber 
for home bu ild ing. 
Tod ay , he pointed ou t, thou sand s 
of homes are being d esigned in 
the open area theme with ex pos­ 
ed posts, beams and planks u tiliz­ 
ing the nativ e beau ty of wood s 
like Dou glas fir and west coast 
hemlock. He said architects were 
u sing tex tu re and grain and color­ 
ing of wood as their d ecorativ e 
theme.
